In bis report Col. Soulhm.'iy 1 'iet iils 
the authority an.i instructioi.s rtc ivcd from 
the asso<-iation at tbe time when he v^is 
called upon to go into the yellow fever dis- 
trict which required bIm to act in full accord 
with the Jacksonville authorities. Umler 
these instructions he starte'i with eigiituon 
persons Kcpteiniier 11 f'lr Jaci<^c>nville. 

Of his own iitiitivo he buys: "I assure yon 
that tbe Bi;;bt of human siiiVerin,' and an- 
guish ia very painful to me, aud only a sense 
of duty would ever carry ma where I would 
be compelled to see It; ooupled with a hope 
that. In some way, I nUght do my part in 
mitigating sufferiog and bear help and suc- 
oor to the distresssd. Aay other interpreU

He in 
now eii^tt'e ' in tiyiii;; to Iiiiiii1>iil' uiiil 
frighten tho voters of this country with 
his "free trade" bugaboo. But tha peo- 
ple are not to be fooled any longer. 

Vfu have bad twenty-seven years of 
high protective tariff. Now let ua see 
how this mu> h l.iuied 'liome market" 
furnished by the Republican party has 
served the fanner. In lK<tO our farmers 
sold 90 per cent, of their products at 
home; in 1870 they sold 80 per cent, at 
home and in 1880 they sold only 70 per 
cent, of their products at home. Thus 
the farmer's home market has each year 
been proportionally decreased instead of 
increaseil. Thirty per cent, of his pro- 
ducts must go abroad and compete with 
, the markets of the world. This thirty 

per cent, which jfoes to the free trade 
market of the world, fixes the price of 
the 70 per cent, whick remains at home. 
For if his pro hict would bring one cent 
more at home than abroad, not one dol- 
lars' worth would be sent abroad. The 
American farmer to-day buys everything 
he baa to buy in a prutected market at 
protected prices and sells everything he 
has to sell at prices fixed in a free trade 
market. The present tariff supporfs the 
the farmer just about M ths rop« sup- 
ports the criminal. 

Thk Moirill larifl schedule of iHbl con- 
tained less than fifteen hundred dutiable 
articles, w hile tlm Mills bill lately passed 
by the Democrntic House of Kenresenta- 
Uvea emhoflipB a schedu e of over Ihlrt?- 
flve hutiilr. d iliiti.ilile articles. There is 
vastly more protection in this Mills biil 
than there was in any of the various 
Anieric.m tiiriffrt previous to the lat« war 
and even more protection tiiau in the 
Morrill tariff of 1861. In view of these 

uiic<<ritiov>T'.il>le facts, what possible 
grounds are there fur the prophsoiss 
•boat destruction to American industry? 
No grounds exist and no dan'^'er can oc- 
cur. All tbis Republican talk about 
•' pauper labor," " free trade," Ac, is to 
frighten the millions of American people 
who demand relief from contraction of 
the currencji derangement of business, 
deBtruction of vslosa and confiscation of 
property by excessive taxation. But 
these people are not to be frightened.

Hew tha Tariff on Copper Works. 
Tha war tariff on copper was S cants a 

pound. Twenty-three years after the war, 
in time of profound peace, the tarifl is 
4 cents a poand, Jost doable wbat It was 

in time of war. 

And what is the result? Eichty thou- 
sand American workmen who might be 
makini; copper wire, copper bolts, copper 
screws, copper kettles, copper boilers and 
a hundred other articles of copper'ware 
to supply our own market and those for- 
eign markets now monopolised by the 
British, are now idle or have been driven 
to seek employment in other industries. 

The reason of this is very simple. It 
is l>ecause Aninlca!) niamifucturers are 
charged double prices fur raw copper pro- 
duced in this country, while thesame cop- 
per is actually sold toltie F?ritish nianufac- 
lurer, aftt'r paying transportation, at rates 
(iinch cheaper than to our own. 

The duty of 4 cents a pound under the 
exisiting tariflf shuts out foreign copper, 
doubles the price of domestic copper, 
discourages and prevents domestic man- 
ufacture, leaves American labor in idle- 
ness or to seek employment in other 
trades, while foreign, capitil and foreign 
labor control the market and langh at the 
monstrous stupidity that sliuts American 
capital and American labor out of for- 
eign markets, and deSloys their power at 
home. 

We put up a tan II against the copper 
ores of Brazil and other South American 
Htates, and those countries retaliate by 
shutting out American flour and destroy- 
ing our market there. 

The American manufacturer, the Amer- 
ican workmen, the American consumer 
of copper goods, the American farmer, 
and the American miller are swindled 
by the law, and yet these mine owners 
insist, and the Republican party loin- 
cides, that this tarifl must be kept intact 
under the delusive cry tbat American 
labor must be ))rotei'ted. 

Freer rsw material means more employ- 
ment, better vnffe$, larger opportunitie$, 
cheaper good.^, ir!tl r j/xirAv''' <ind increased 
iiidividu'il aixd ycneral jirosperity. And 
that is wbat you may expect to see when 
the Democratic policy is fully carried out

Tiiere are over$17o,0(X),000of mortgag- 
es on the farms uf Indiana, $3<l>0,000,000 of 
mortgages on the farms of Ohio atid 
$410,000,000 on the farm lands of Illinois. 

The farmers of many of the other 
Western States are still more heavily en- 
cumbered. The exactions of excessive 
taxaticni, and inany of the millions of 
dollars which go each year to the trusts 
and combines are extorted from the far- 
iiiers in a hundred ways, subtle and un- 
Been, as General Harrison says, but the 
mortgages which these exactions force 
on his home is the living fact that fol- 
lows him from day to day and month 
to month as an ever present ebadow.
